To the Editor: 

In the early days Bethel was 
divided into two parishes. Most 
o£ the population and business 
was in the East Parish, with the 
center at Middle Intervale. The 
first town meetings were held in 
private homes until ‘the meeting- 
house was built in 1816. When it 
was used as a place of worship 
/reverence was shown, There was 
bitter rivalry between the two 
parishes; often it was suggested 
that there be two separate towns. 
At such meetings it was often 
necessary to halt the proceedings 
until the vestibule could be clear- 
ed of those who had partaken too 
freely of “spirits.” We have no re- 
cord of the building ever having 
been used as jail but. it may have 
been as that was the custom of the 
times, Many activities took place 
on the common. The stories most 
frequently retold were of muster 
day when the performance of the 
militia drills weve not too soldier- 
‘ly. A little steve beside the meet- 
inghouse soid six gallons of rum 
for a dollar. 

Around the middle of the nine- 
teenth century a town house was 
built on the line between the two 
parishes, not far north of the 
Farwell Mt. road. Later with the 
coming of the railroad the village 
proper grew up on “Bethel Hill,” 

A, legend has come down to us 
that the fall steeple blew off the 
meetinghouse when it was sold at 
an auction and the Baptists outbid 
the Methodists by a dollar but 
there is no proof of this. A Baptist 
Society did use the building for 
many years and kept it in repair. 
The last major work was done in 
1926 when Millard Clough painted 
and papered and Benjamin Kim. 
ball installed new wiridows. People 
died, moved away and the society 
faded away. Since then there has 
been no sustained interest in the 
spot and the exact status of the 
property has been a mystery. In 
1971 a group of folk from the 
village and Middle Intervale work. 


ed very hard to make the building +p 


clean and safe for an open house 
held as part of Homecoming Days, 
Over 200 people attended. 

Wow the Middle Intervale Meet- 
inghouse Society has been form- 
ed with the goal of restoring the 
building, An extensive title search 
has been made. Neither the State 
Baptist Society nor any other 
group has any record of owner- 
ship. We found that Dr, Timothy 
Carter who came in 1799 to be 
the town’s first doctor set aside 
a portion of his land to be used by 
the public for a “burying ground, 
a common and a meéetinghotse.” 
The town provided $200.00, pews 
were sold for $10.00 each, who 
gave the remainder of the cost of 
the buildiiig we know not. Our 
grandfather gave the M. I. Ceme- 
tery Assn, a deed to the “burying 

ound” in 1912, but since both 

é and our father died when we 
were very young children we 


aay nothing of the tradition that 


had been carriéd ot over the 
years. The news that we had some 
legal claim to the common and 
the meetinghoise came as a sur. 
prise and a problemi. : 

We have decided to relinquish 
all interests and to turn the pro- 
perty over to the Meeting Hotse 
Society with the agreement that if 
it ever ‘becomes necessary to raze 


the building that the M. 1. Ceme- . 


tery Assn. will take over the 
common, We hépe by so doing 


that there will be no ambisuity 


ever again in ithe future, that we ‘ geese 


‘are carrying out the wishes of our 
ancestors and that the public good 
will be served. Wé wish to pub- 
licly thank Gordon Gillies, Dana 
Douglass Jr, and Peter Weeks for 
their help in many ways and we 
hope that you, the publi¢, will 
Join us in wishing the new so- 
ciety all success in their éfforts 
to restore arid maintain this his.
